Q: Do you like to read stories one chapter at a time or all at 
once?

I almost never 
read stories that aren't complete. 

Q: Which story are you most and least proud of, or are they all 
equal ? 

I am not super proud 
of the writing skills of my first few stories I wrote back when I was 
younger, but I was just starting out. Plus, practice makes 
perfect .

It was 
one of my earlier stories, so maybe I could pull it off now. 

Q: Do you like to write stories on paper first then transfer it, or 
write it on the computer and edit and publish it? 

A: I type my stories on the computer. I can type much faster than I 
can write so it saves time and trees! 

Q: Which do you find more frustrating- when you have time to write 
but no inspiration or when you are inspired but have no time? 

A: Definitely when I have time to write but no inspiration. I hate 
not having any inspiration. Plus it seems like I can always find time 
to write. 

Q: Do you have a writing and publishing scheduele? If so, do you 
usually stick to it? 

A: Not really. I just write whenever I have an idea. And when I don't 
then I just do other stuff until something comes to me.
